Other Indiana cities. Fort Wayne among them, will 


vr.ntch with especial interest the outcome of an effort just 
launched by the South Bend chamber of commerce to com- 
pel railroads entering that city to interchange freight cars 
from their own side tracks and those of competing lines 
in the city for the purpose- of facilitating the unloading i 
of freight from what are known as "team tracks.'' The 
question is o-ne which has long been a bone of contention 
between the shippers and the roads, and the South Bend 
commercial organization has carried its case up to the In- 
diana railroad commission in the effort to get relief. 


It has been the rule of the railroad to refuse to switch 


cars to the tracks of competing lines for the convenience 
of the consignees of freight who might chance to have a 
side track from such competing line in close proximity to 
their places of business—perhaps at the very back door 
of the establishment, and where the loading and unload- 
ing could be accomplished at a minimum of time and ex- 
pense. As a result it is often necessary for freight to be 
transported by truck entirely across the city. Whether 
the railroads have an agreement which binds them to this 
course of proceedure or whether it is merely accepted as 
an unwritten law of the transportation business, we do 
not know. It would seem, however, that in the interest of 
the public which the common carrier is in business to 
serve, there' ought, to be some basis reached upon which 
the shipper could be give-n te advantage of interchange of 
car switching, particularly if ho is willing to pay a "fair

Feathers of Fringe. 


For an eighteen-inch plume you will 


require one' yard and a half of wide 
fringe, six or eight inches deep, a piece 
of round silk-covered milliner's - wire 
eighteen inches long, heavy and strong, 
and half n yard of inch-wide satin rib- 
bon the color of the fringe. 


First of all, cover the wire with thc 


ribbon, sewing it very securely 
and 


keeping the seam straight;" now to the 
ribbon covered wire three rows of fringe 
are sewed, covering the steam in. the 
ribbon and leaving -a narrow strip of 
ribbon to show, that will correspond to 
the'rib on' the natural feather. 


Great care must be taken in sowing on 


the fringe, as the whole appearance of 
the feather depends upon it; it must .be 
doiie neatly, concenling-the stitches as 
much as possible.

The gentle Friend could be the strong 


reprover when the need came. No other 
towns on earth, not even Jerusalem, had 
so many blessed privileges as those 
clustered" about the northern jaid of the 
Lake of Galilee. In spite of all hia 
exhortations to begin living the life of 
the kingdom, these people kept on in 
their intolerant rejection of his mes 
sage and refused to be moved by the 
exhibition of his power. 
They would 


not repent. Then at last he passed from 
entreaty to reproof. 
Jesus saw how 


absolutely men doubted that he was I 
the Christ. So he spoke in condemna- 
tion of their blindness, deafness, hard- 
ness of heart. Yet even while he was 
speaking there came a memory of the 
few simple-hearted people who had be- 
lieved, and he turned his thoughts to- 
ward God. It seems almost as if he 
had thought. "After all, why should I 
complain or reprove? This is thy will, 
•'my Fnthcr. and I thank thee, for so it 
hath seemed good to thee.'' 
Jesus Is the Comforter Now, Just as 


He Was Then. 


There is no certainty that the words 


spoken by Jesus as reported in verses 
25-30 were spoken in immediate connec- 
tion with what is given in verses 2U-24. 
It is sure, however, that the two sets 
of utterances were not far apart, nnd 
I like to think they may have been 
spoken very nearly at tbe same time, 
because 
they 
show 
the 
transition 


through which he was passing from pa- 
tient, persistent forbearance with every 
class, to an attitude of stern severity 
toward the haughty, scornful, ecclesi- 
astical party, nnd of very tender, gentle 
love and sympathy for the poor, weak 
and sorrowful. 


What cnmfort to think that he is just 


the same today: for most of us are of 
those, who labor and tire often heavy 
laden. 


Verse 20—Here is nn historic, state- 


ment. The fact is emphasized that even 
divine patience with obstinate sinners 
can be exhausted. Hundreds of mighty 
works done in those cities, and yet men 


would not repent.

was the stepping stone into the king- 
dom. 
Refusal to repent was refusal to 


receive him as king.

Verses 21-22—Chorazin nnd Bethsaida 


are contrasted with Tyre arid Sidon. 
The former were Galilean cities, while 
the latter were towns of the gentiles 
and worshipped heathen dieties. They 
had been rich and powerful and very 
wicked. The contrast was one peculiar- 
ly calculated to make Jesus' Pharisaic 
hearers angry.

tainty about what he said.

have angered his hearers, but he knew 
of what he spake.

Christ M»kes Claim of Absolute Per- 


sonal Union With God. 


Verse 27—This verse must 
trouble 


:hose who deny to Christ his. claims tff 
mion 'with God. "All things have been 
delivered unto me of my Father." No 
union between men can be closer than 
that between father and son. Why do 
not all men comprehend that Jesus is 
the Son of God? 
There is but one 


answer. That God is Father and that 
Christ is Son can only be comprehend- 
ed rly those to whom God'shall hare 
revealed it. To the "wise and prudent" 
this revelation does not come. How can 
a man know God? Only as Christ makes 
the personal revelation. 
Men did not 


know Christ, but God knew him. Men 
did not know God, but Christ knew 
him, and each became for the other a 


revelation to the world of what he wae. 


Verses 28-30—And now comes the call 


of love. 
It needs no exposition.

eaves out no one. Listen to that "all."

Verses 25-26—It seems strange that 


Jesus should thank God that the mys- 
teries of salvation were hid from any 
souls. It seems especially strange that 
he should rejoice that the poor and ig- 
norant and lowly should receive these 
great revelations. But here is comfort. 
There is no law to keep the wise and 
prudent from having the childlike spirit. 
Jesus did not contrast the wise and pru- 
dent with the unwise and imprudent, 
but with babes. 
His contrast is be- 


tween the, haughty, conceited, know-it- 
all spihit and that of childhood. Cai.i 
pbas was one of the wise and prudent. 
Nicodcmus was one of the babes.

us never forget that to Christ whatever

Alongside marched fifty 
young farmers from the village of Yase, 
near Kioto, hereditary bearers of the 
imperial palanquin on ceremonial occa- 
sions.

Kanin, the representative of Emperor

procession concluding with some thou- 
sands of soldiers and sailors. 


The entire division of the

sions' and 10,000 sailors from. the fleet. 
Thousands • of other troops 
lined 
the 


route from the palace to Aoyama. 


All those who. participated in the cor- 


tege were on foot. The procession moved 
from the palace through the grounds and 
over the great double bridge used only 
by the emperor himself and by foreign 
ambassadors 4and great dignitaries.

great throng filled the space on the other 
side of the.bridge and a peculiar effect

through theeir mute ranks, only the 
sound of weird Shinto music breaking j 
the silence.

The route took the 
procession past most of the public build- 
ings and embassies, including that of 
the United States.

Aoyaraa, Japan, Sept. 13.—The body 


of the late ruler of Japan, Emperor 
Mutsuhito, was escorted from Tokio to- 
night by a great procession of Japanese 
statesmen nnd army and navy officials 
to the funeral hall at Aoyama, where 
the members of the imperial family and 
the people of the nation paid homage to 
the memory of their departed sovereign.
